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Rhodes Declares Energy Emergency 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - Rep­ 
resentatives of 
Ohio’s 
state 
gov­ 
ernment 
met 
today 
with 
still 
bewildered Dayton residents to ex­ 
plain the realities of a newly ordered 
energy crisis plan. 
Under the em ergency system , 
schools in the 24-county western Ohio 
area served by the Dayton Power and 
light Co. have been ordered closed for 
30 days and many businesses have 
been restricted to a 40-hour week. 
“ If we’re going to survive this 
winter, we’re going to have to take 
extrem e m easu res,” said Robert 
Ryan, chief of the state's Energy and 
Resources Development Agency. 
“ Unless we do something now, the 
situation is going to be more serious in 
the future.” 
Ryan spoke at a meeting crowded 
with 200 representatives of the Dayton 
community, including school leaders, 
business officials and city and county 
administrators. 
Many of them admitted their con­ 
fusion and bitterness about the energy 
emergency which was declared late 
Thursday by Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
“ It is our contention that the people 
deserve to know why their children 
must be the first to make sacrifices 
when those sacrifices involve the 


future of this community,” said John 
Maxwell, superintendent of Dayton 
public schools. 
Natural gas is not the only energy 
source in short supply in Dayton, Ryan 
said. 
"We are within inches of being out of 
propane and inches of being out of oil,” 
said Ryan. 
He said unless a way could be found 
to get propane to DP&L, the energy 
emergency might have to be extended. 
Dayton school board President 
William Goodwin said Thursday the 
district would lose $210,000 a day if 
schools closed and a 30-day shutdown 
would cost it up to $6 million. 
Rhodes 
declared 
the 
energy 
em ergency because of increasing 
difficulties by the Dayton utility in 
keeping gas available to residential 
customers. So far, residences have not 
been affected by major cutbacks for 
industrial and commercial customers 
by DP&L and other major gas utilities 
across the state. 
Ryan explained to the groups that 
the rest of Ohio is in a “ little better 
shape than Dayton, but it’s going to 
come to the rest of the state.” 
That means, Ryan said, that schools 
throughout the state are being asked to 
close, but cannot be forced to do so 


unless Rhodes makes the entire state 
an emergency area. 
Ryan told a news conference 
Thursday that he and C. Luther Heck­ 
man, chairman of the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio discussed possible 
statewide school closings with the 
education department and learned 
there are statutory problems. 
They said they plan to meet next 
week with legislative leaders to 
discuss a possible law change under 
which schools could be exempted from 
a statutory requirement that classes 
be held 183 days each school year. 


In addition to the school closings and 
limited business hours in the Dayton 
arca, 
Ryan 
and 
Heckman 
said 
residential gas customers served by 
DPitL are being asked to set their 
thermostats at 65 degrees. There is no 
way an order for such settings could be 
enforced, they said. 
The area served by DP&L includes, 
besides 
Montgomery 
County 
(Dayton), all or parts of 23 other 
western 
Ohio counties. 
It has 
a 
population of about 1.3 million. 
The other counties are Van Wert, 
M ercer, 
Darke, 
Preble, 
Butler, 


Auglaize, Shelby, Miami, 
Mont­ 
gom ery, Warren, Hardin, Logan, 
Champaign, Clark. Greene, Hinton, 
Brown, Union, Madison, Fayette, 
Highland, Delaware, Pickaway and 
Ross. 
Ryan and 
Heckman 
said the 
situation throughout the state will 
continue to be monitored closely to see 
if further actions by the governor will 
be necessary. 
Heckman said unless the weather 
warms and more supplies of gas are 
found, he can foresee a statewide 
emergency being declared “ maybe in 


a week or maybe within three weeks.” 
Under a 1974 law, the governor is 
empowered to deal with energy 
shortages in three steps, the first being 
the declaration of an alert. The second 
stage is an emergency, while the third 
is the declaration of an energy crisis. 
The latter empowers the governor to 
relocate supplies of energy within the 
state, although Rhodes said last week 
this would be difficult because of 
control over interstate pipelines by the 
Federal Power Commission. 
Heckman said that while gas

State Medicaid 
Audit Could Have 
Nationwide Effect 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Federal 
recommendations that come out of a 
precedent-setting audit of the state’s 
Medicaid program could change the 
system nationwide, a state legislative 
budget officer said Thursday, 
The precedent being established is 
not that the General Accounting Office 
is studying the state program, which it 
frequently does, but that it has un­ 
dertaken an audit of this scope. 
U.S. Comptroller General Elmer B. 
Staats recommended the top-to-bottom 
audit at the urging of Ohio’s legislative 
delegation last fall. But his recom­ 
mendation to Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., carried some disclaimers. 
Ribicoff is chairman of the Senate 
Committee 
on 
Government 
Operations. 
“ N evertheless,” 
Staats 
wrote, 
“ because of our desire to be of 
assistance to the states in this im­ 
portant area and rn view of what we 
believe that we and the Congress can 
learn from our participation in a 
comprehensive review of a single state 
program, I have concluded that we 
should respond in a positive manner to 
Ohio’s request.” 
The GAO has a staff of ll working 
here with the assistance of IO state 
employes in an attempt to learn how 
the program might be tightened to 
provide better service to Ohioans and 
to save the state and federal govern­ 
ments money. 
The audit is three weeks into an 
expected 
six-month 
life 
with the 
federal report of the GAO’s findings 
not expected for a year. 
Richard Sheridan, director of the 
legislative 
budget 
office 
which 
m onitors fiscal m atters for the 


General Assembly, disputed earlier 
claims that the audit is centering on 
discovery of fraud or abuse. 
"That’s really peripheral,” he said. 
"Medicaid costs are not just an Ohio 
problem. Health care payments are 
taking a larger and larger share of the 
gross national product. The GAO may 
use this audit as a federal prototype for 
suggestions it will make to other 
state’s with Medicaid problems.” 
He said the auditors might report 
that the Ohio program is a model for 
others to follow, “ Although that’s 
unlikely,” he said, considering the 
political storm that brewed all sum­ 
mer and fall between Republican Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes and Democratic 
legislators. 
The tension over the $540-million-a- 
year program eased somewhat when a 
M edicaid reform bill passed the 
legislature last fall. That measure 
called for the GAO audit. 
Sheridan said the GAO staff, led by 
project manager Tom Dowdal from 
agency’s Washington, D.C. office, is 
looking at four segments of the Ohio 
program. 
The question of eligibility for the 
joint state-federal assistance program 
will be probed. He noted that the thrust 
of this segment of the study is not to 
determine solely if there are ineligible 
recipients on the rolls, but to check the 
efficiency of the decision-making 
process. 
A second team is checking sur­ 
veillance, a third claims processing 
and a fourth the “ benefit structure.” 
Dowdal would not say what the 
auditors expect to find, claiming “ We 
are not prejudicing ourselves with pre­ 
conceived notions.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The keys 
finally his, Jimmy Carter opened the 
White House today to the once-fellow 
outsiders who helped put him there, a 
triumph celebrated in hopes that their 
“ joy and friendship and caring for 
each other” 
would 
sustain the 
Republic for the next four years. 
After a rigorous inaugural day 
highlighted by a remarkable walk in 
the first light of his presidency — and 
the traditional waltzes on the first 
night of it — the 39th chief executive 
settled back today to welcome friends 
and top appointees to his new home. 
The President’s schedule officially 
listed only four items, all receptions. 
The first, at IO a.m., was for the men 
and women who had entertained him 
at their own homes during his long 
political quest. 
Then, in succession, carne meetings 
with his Cabinet and governors, with 
party officials and labor and business 
leaders and, finally in late afternoon, 
with the Georgia 
congressional 
delegation. 
Thursday night, Carter and his wife 
Rosalynn climaxed the inaugural day 
with a rapid-fire tour of seven parties 
spread throughout the city at four ho­ 
tels, the railroad station, a gov­ 
ernment building and an armory. 
Each was jammed with thousands of 
persons, all of whom paid $25 to get in, 
a bargain price as inaugural balls go. 
Accompanied by daughter Amy, 9, 
at the first two nighttime events, the 
President and Mrs. Carter took 
several whirls around the dance floor, 
and he kissed her on the cheek once or 
twice. 
At each event, Carter made a brief, 
campaign-style talk, asking over and 
over, “ Wasn’t this a good day?” 
“ Y es!” came the inevitable roar. 
“ Isn’t this a great country?” 
Again, cheers. 
“ Can it be greater in the future — 
and will you help m e?” 
And with the next outburst. Carter, 
in tuxedo, went on to tell the par- 
tygoers that six years ago Rosalynn

The Carters had good reason to be 
tired. Earlier in the day, as millions 
watched via television, he had given 
the nation a sight never before seen, a 
new President strolling all the way 
down Pennsylvania Avenue from the

Local School Officials 
Have No Word On Closing 


City and county school officials have 
taken steps to reduce heating fuel 
consumption and are hoping the state 
does not order schools here closed 
during the cold weather energy crisis. 
Today was the first day of classes for 
the county schools in a week. 
Edward Martin, superintendent of 
the three county school districts, will 
“ abide” by the governor’s decision, 
although he is concerned with the 
statutory requirements for student 
attendance. 
Martin has not been asked to close 
the school systems as of press time. 
"We’ve done everything that can bt* 
done in all our schools,” Martin said, 
including lowering thermostats and 
eliminating all but essential extra­ 
curricular activities in the buildings. 
Any future school shut-downs will 
have to be made up according to 
current Ohio Revised Code statutes, he 
said. 
Fritz Jaco b s, Superintendent of 
Circleville City Schools, stated that he 
had not received any official notice 
from the Governor’s office, and “ until 
such time as we do receive an official 
notice, we do not plan anything out of 
the ordinary as far as our operations 
are concerned.” 
Jacobs stated that he felt that it 
would be counterproductive, and while 
some energy might be conserved, it 
would cost schools a great deal of 
money. 
He also stated that statutes would 
have to be changed in order to ac­ 
comodate the operation of school past 
the end of June, and “ a great deal of 
money would have to be spent in de­ 
commissioning a school building, as 
well as re-commissioning that building 
when school opens again. I feel that a 
statement of facts would be in order 
before such decisions are made on the 
spur of the moment.” 
John Henn, local superintendent of 
Ixigan Elm Schools, said today he was 
unaware 
of 
a 
request 
from 
the 
governor to close schools for a 30-day 
period during the current energy 
crisis. 
“ I think they are getting a little 
excited,” Henn said. “ Some of these 
days the sun is going to shine and the 
weather warm up and then what are 
we going to do?”

Circleville Police have arrested two 
men and charged them with grand 
theft by deception following an in­ 
vestigation that lasted nearly a week. 
According to Police Sgt. 
Ixirry 
Pontious, the police received word last 
week that Mrs. Florence Dowden, RI. 
2, was withdrawing large amounts of 
money from her account at a local 
bank and giving it to two men. 
Thursday morning at approximately 
9:45 a.m. Sgt. Pontious received word 
that Mrs. Lowden was in the bank. He 
arrived at the bank in time to see Mrs. 
Dowden leave the building and get into 
a waiting car with two men. 
The trio then proceeded to another 
bank, where according to Pontious, 
they attempted to cash a check for 
$1500. Failing to do so at one bank, they 
went to another. At that bank, Pontious 
entered and had bank officials call 
Mrs. Dowden into the bank. 
Upon questioning inside, Mrs. 
Dowden reportedly told Pontious that 
one man in the car, later identified as 
William E. Brown, 49, 108 Starkey 
Drive, was demanding $2600 from her. 
He was claiming the money, she said, 
as a result of alleged injuries he 
received when a hammer fell from a 
fuel tank in her home and struck him in 
the mouth. Pontious stated that at this 
time it was determined that the 
demands for the money were made 
under threats, and that she was to give 
the money to the men immediately 
after leaving the bank. 
'Hie $1500 check was cashed, and 
before the money was released, 
Pontious marked the money and let 
Mrs. Dowden leave and return to the 
car. 
After leaving the bank, PU. Jam es 
Ford stopped the auto, and upon 
questioning Mrs. Dowden, she stated 
that the men had taken the money. 
Based on this information, the trio 
was taken to police headquarters, 
where Brown and Joseph Ebner, 25, 
145 Ixiwery Ixme, were charged with 
grand theft by deception.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - The 
Supreme Court decided Thursday not 
to hear the case of a Montgomery 
County man and wife who were trying 
to recover damages after a ster­ 
ilization operation 
failed 
and the 
woman gave birth to twins. 
Veda R. Bowman and her husband, 
Willies, were awarded $462,500 by a 
court after they sued Dr Kennon W. 
Davis, the surgeon who performed the 
operation. The Supreme Court earlier 
had upheld that award. 
The couple had four children before 
the surgery which was done because 
doctors felt another pregnancy might 
harm Mrs. Bowman, court records 
show. 
The sterilization operation occurred 
Sept 24,1971 and the twins were bom 
prematurely about nine months after 
the operation. 
The Bowmans filed their first suit 
one year after the operation to comply 
with the .statute of limitations. Two 
years later a jury made the award. 
The 
current 
suit 
was 
filed 
in 
November 1974, and the Bowman’s 
lawyer said it was filed to collect the 
remainder of the earlier award after 
Dr. Davis’ insurance company said its 
liability was only $100,000. 
The Montgomery County Common 
Pleas 
Court 
ruled 
against 
the 
Bowmans because it said the statute of 
limitations had run out The Bowmans 
took the case to the appellate court and 
lost again. 
They were attempting to collect 
from Dr. Davis and Dr. Hugh D. 
Pittman, who practice together. The 
Bowman’s contended that the two

—Refused to hear the appeal of 
Denver Meade who claimed his rights 
were violated because he was forced to 
talk to a prosecution psychiatrist 
before being found guilty in Pickaway 
County of killing a woman and her son. 
The high court upheld two lower courts 
who found him guilty of murdering 
Chariotee Van Sickle and her son, 
Douglas, on Jan. 20, 1973. 


—Refused to hear a drunk driving 
case involving technical arguments 
over whether the defendant was ac­ 
tually driving when arrested. Adrian 
Holloway Jr. of Freeport was arrested 
for driving while intoxicated early on 
Oct. 18, 1975 near Coshocton. He ad­ 
mitted drinking eight beers before the 
arrest but said he had done that after 
his car’s transmission failed and he 
had pulled to the berm. The arresting 
officer said Holloway’s car was run­ 
ning and that he was moving the 
gearshift. The officer also said that 
action caused the car to move an inch 
or two. A lower court found Holloway 
guilty and the appellate court agreed. 
—Refused the appeal of Gordon L. 
Jenkins who sought damages from the 
state after beavers it imported to 
Zaleski State Park in the 1950s built 
dams on his adjacent 50 acres and 
turned it into a marsh. 
Jenkins claimed the beavers caused 
the market value of his land to drop by 
$30,000. Two lower courts ruled the 
state was not liable for the damages.

Henry 
Ford 
II 
certainly 
started some soul searching 
among 
foundations 
by 
resigning from the board of 
the Ford Foundation amid 
criticisms that the foundation 
does 
not 
demonstrate 
sufficient appreciation for the 
free enterprise system which 
provides its funding 
This is a criticism which has 
been 
leveled 
before 
by 
business 
leaders 
against 
foundations in general, but the 
Ford protest is one of the most 


dramatic complaints to date. 
For the first time since Ford’s 
grandfather 
founded 
the 
foundation which has become 
the 
nation's 
largest, 
no 
member of the Ford family 
now serves on its board. 
Many of the comments from 
officials of various foundations 
concerning Ford’s criticism 
expressed confusion over his 
meaning, 
but 
one 
was 
somewhat more revealing. 
From an official of the Council 
on Foundations came the 


admission that many of the 
automaker’s complaints had 
been heard before, but that the 
main complaint heard from 
foundation officials and not 
mentioned by Ford was that 
too many foundations were 
“ of, 
by 
and 
for 
the 
establishment and reflect 
mostly the viewpoint of those 
who produce the money.” 
Comments like that only 
corroborate Ford s complaint.

Shock waves slammed through the 
cell blocks rn Jefferson City. The 
President had been assassinated. A 
convict said, “ Somebody made a 
million.”

pay a third-rate criminal to kill King. 
He left prison with $300. He earned 
$670 at the II jidian Trail Restaurant in 
Chicago. The holdup netted $1,700 — 
total 
$2,670. 
He 
bought 
a 
white 
Mustang for $1,995, rented a safe 
deposit box at the Birmingham Trust 
Bank, had $2,000 in a savings account, 
and 
paid 
for 
food, 
lodging 
and 
prostitutes. 
Jam es Earl 
Ray drove to Los 
Angeles, paid cash for nose surgery, 
took a course in bartending (he would 
need a job in Rhodesia), and drove 
Charles Stein and his sister Rita to 
New Orleans to “ have some fun” and 
to “ meet my boss.” 
Raoul told him “ the job” had to be 
postponed for two months. He was 
ordered to return to Ixis Angeles and 
move into the St. Francis Hotel. Jam es 
Earl Ray rejoined the Steins with 
$2,500 in $20 bills. Raoul had invested 
$8,500 in Ray. He later said he was 
promised $12,000 more and a passport 
to Rhodesia where, he was told, the 
whites rule the blacks. 
In the middle of March, 1968, the 
Sm iler received orders to pack and 
drive to New Orleans. He arrived on 
March 20th, and read a message to 
drive to the Starlite Motel in B ir­ 
mingham. Dr. King was crosstown at

the Gaston Motel. Two paths began to 
converge. 
The chase was awkward. James 
Earl Ray drove his white Mustang 
mercilessly, but he was two days late 
to catch his man in Mississippi; a day 
and a half late for a speech in Camden, 
Alabama, and two days late for a rally 
in Birmingham. 
He drove to Atlanta with his boss. He 
bought a street map.

Aeromarine sold anything a sports­ 
man might desire. The Smiler found 
U.L. Baker behind a counter.

Ray said 
he would hunt up around the Sand 
Mountains or Arkadelphia. Donald 
Wood, son of the shop owner, wasn’t 
busy. He listened.

PUCO Hearing Set 
On Oil-Gas Shuffle 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - A Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio (PUCO) 
hearing on Wednesday will determine 
whether Columbia Gas of Ohio can 
substitute costly fuel oil for natural gas 
to some industrial users then sell the 
natural gas at a higher price to in­ 
dustries unable to use fuel oil. 
The company asked PUCO on 
Tuesday for immediate approval of its 
plan to automatically pass on the cost 
of about 7 billion cubic feet (bcf) of gas 
to customers who need emergency 
supplies of natural gas. 
A PUCO spokesman said the request 
will be considered by 
PUCO on 
Wednesday unless a special com­ 
mission meeting is called. 
Columbia Gas said that by obtaining 
the rights to the undelivered gas from 
those industries capable of burning 
fuel oil, the company would be able to 
deliver emergency gas to schools and 
other curtailed customers, as well as 
to high priority industries. 
“ We have a lot of irons in the fire and 
we anticipate being able to get some 
gas,” 
said 
B ill 
Chaddock, 
the 
Columbia Gas spokesman. “ But none 
of it is locked up solid at this point.” 
Chaddock said Columbia Gas has 
“ tentative 
com m itm ents” 
from 
several cooperating industries in Ohio. 
He declined to identify the companies 
because “ every other gas company in 
the country is trying to do the same 
thing.” 
(’haddock said Columbia would have 
to pay the industries for the higher cost

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of burning fuel oil rather than gas, or 


$3.25 per thousand cubic feet. The 
additional cost for the natural gas to 
the industrial customers would be five 
to ll cents per thousand cubic feet. 
Residential rates would not be af­ 
fected, he said. 
Meanwhile, the company’s pipeline 
affiliate announced the purchase of 
Canadian gas. The gas 
increases 
supplies being stored to meet peak 
demands in the event there are other 
severely cold days like Ohio ex­ 
perienced this week. 
In Charleston, W.Va., Columbia Gas 
Transmission Inc., the pipeline that 
serves Columbia Gas, said the Federal 
Power Commission approved Tuesday 
the purchase of 15 bcf of gas from 
TransCanada Pipeline Ud. Delivery of 
approximately 250 million cubic feet 
per day was scheduled to begin 
Wednesday. 
The purchase will not be used to 
relieve day-to-day shortages ex­ 
perienced by customers, said Tom 
Ryan, spokesman for the transmission 
corporation. 
"W hat we’re trying to do through 
these purchases is offset the storage 
deficiencies that existed prior to Nov. 
I,” Ryan said. 
Because the last half of October was 
91 per cent colder than normal, the 
amount of gas the transmission cor­ 
poration needed for storage to begin 
the five-month heating season Nov. I 
was 25 bcf low, Ryan said. 
Tile Canadian purchase will restore 
some of that reserve capacity, which is 
used to meet peak demand days 
throughout the pipelines seven-state 
system, Ryan said.

I am bald. I ’ve been through the 
massage routine. I ’ve tried hormones, 
mail-order “ m iracles,” ointments. 
Now I ’m thinking of hair transplants 
or hair implants. Before I get started, 
can you give me the real low-down on 
these processes? 
Mr. H. L., 111. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
I^et’s start with hair implantation. 
This differs from hair transplantation. 
With implantation, metal clips are 
sewn into the scalp and remain there. 
Hair pieces are than attached to the 
scalp and are kept in place by means of 
these clips. Many techniques have 
been developed for hair implantation, 
but the process is still far from perfect. 
The clips may act as a foreign body. 
Redness and swelling around the clip 
may occur. Infections are not unusual. 
The advantages of this method are 
not great enough to overcome its 
disadvantages. Constant manipulation 
of the hair by washing, shampooing 
and combing further adds to the 
irritation of the scalp. 
I would avoid this. 
Hair transplantation is a method by 
which tiny clumps of hair, with the 
underlying skin, are removed from an 


area of the scalp that still flourishes. 
TTus is known as a “ donor graft.” This 
graft is then inserted into the bald area 
which has been prepared and made 
ready to receive the graft. 
Since it is possible to transplant only 
small segments of skin and hair, 
numerous grafting procedures are 
necessary. 
The number of transplants that are 
needed is dependent on the area of 
baldness. Sometimes more than one 
hundred transplants are necessary to 
complete the procedure. 
This is an arduous, time-consuming 
technique. Not all people are ideal 
candidates 
for 
it. 
Before 
getting 
started on hair transplantation, the 
opinion of a specialist in this field is 
most important. 
Such 
specialists 
do 
not 
in­ 
discrim inately recommend tran­ 
splants. They suggest it only for those 
people to whom they can offer the 
greatest degree of hope for successful 
results.

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NEW YORK (AP) - One of the 
oddest things about 
socalled tax- 
exempt municipal bond funds, the 
latest 
securities industry 
package 
aimed at the relatively small investor, 
is that they are sometimes taxed. 
True, dividend earnings are not 
subject to federal income taxes, but 
capital gains resulting from increases 
in a fund’s net asset value are taxed. 
Even the dividends might be taxed by 
state or city governments. 
In addition, some funds for defensive 
purposes during bad markets might 
purchase U.S. Treasury bills. Income 
earned from these investments also 
will be taxed federally, and maybe at 
state and local levels also. 


While such taxes are minor when 
matched 
against 
the federal 
tax 
exemption on dividends, there are 
other peculiarities of these mutual 
funds that are causing some concern 
among securities people. 
To cite one concern, there is the 
question of whether fund managers 
can effectively trade in and out of 
municipal bonds and obtain a better 
dividend return than would be ob­ 
tained by leaving the portfolio dor­ 
mant. 


The municipal bond funds, unlike 
unit trusts that invest in long-term 
municipal bonds and hold them to 
maturity, trade frequently in a con­ 
stant quest for the highest possible 
yield. 
Nevertheless, Standard & Poor’s 
Corp., which rates municipal bonds, 
now measures a considerably higher 
yield for unit trusts, whose portfolios 
are unmanaged, than for the bond 
funds, which advertise professional 
management. 


Brenton Harries, president of S&P, 
observes that the bond market is very 
much unlike the stock market. 
“ In stocks, company A goes up and B 
goes down, and so on. It’s a regular 
cycle. But in bonds, A and B move 
together in response to Federal 
Reserve policy,” said Harries. 
Because of this, he continued, you 
can hardly expect in the bond market 
the same random assortment of rising 
and falling issues as in stocks, which 
react to the myriad, diverse pressures 
that affect them individually. “ Bonds 
move up and down like a big wave. All 
react the same way.” 
Harries worries about what might 
ensue if interest rates rise, making the 
return higher on newly issued bonds 
and encouraging the funds to dispose 
of older issues. 
Who will buy them, he asks? “ When 
selling pressure is on these funds 
might find themselves illiquid,” or 
unable to 
sell, he said. 
This is 
especially true, he feels, because 
mutual funds “ follow the leader,” 


matching each other’s strategies. 
Townsend Brown II, a director and 
vice president of Struthers & Winthrop 
Management 
Corp., 
feels 
the 
munifunds, as they are often called, 
are being pegged to little investors who 
can least benefit from tax exemptions. 


Such people, he said, may be en­ 
couraged into investing money they 
can ill afford to lose. “ I do not believe 
bond money should be horseback 
money,” he stated. “ You just don’t buy 
bonds 
for 
performance 
and 
speculation.” 


Brown and others also are critical of 
the pricing practices of the funds. For 
some fund holdings, there are few 
transactions and sometimes no pub­ 
lished figures of market place activity. 
In such instances, a bond’s daily value 
is determined by an informed opinion. 


But, says Brown, some of these 
values might be set much higher than 
could be obtained on the market if the 
fund were forced to sell. He believes 
the fund might not get nearly the price 
at which the bonds are carried on the 
books. 


Other critics fear that when com­ 
petition becomes intense the funds 
might be forced into buying riskier, 
but higher yielding bonds. The riskier 
a bond is, the higher return it must pay 
to those who buy it. 
Some critics also speculate that 
because of the enormous buying power 
of the funds, more and more issues of 
questionable pay-back ability might 
flood the market — issues that might 
have found few buyers years ago. 


But, say the defenders of munifunds, 
there are always questions about 
something new, and there are always 
doubters. In any blastm ent, they say, 
one must assume risks in order to earn 
the rewards. 
Nobody can deny that these funds 
are capable of lowering the taxes a 
person otherwise might pay, they say, 
and nobody can deny either that with 
more people moving into higher tax 
brackets, a tax break is a very real 
attraction.

Alaska’s huge oil reserves are tapped 
and taxed, much of the state’s profit 
would go right into its people’s pockets 
under a proposal that Gov. Ja y Ham­ 
mond calls the “ ultimate in grassroots 
revenue sharing.” 


Hammond’s 
plan, 
announced 
Wednesday, would establish an in­ 
vestment fund called Alaska, Inc. 
Every adult who has lived in the state 
for five years — about a fourth of the 
state’s 400,000 residents — would re­ 
ceive a share. People over 65 would get 
two shares. For every five years they 
spend in the state in the future, 
Alaskans would pick up another share. 


W ith the trans-Alaska pipeline 
scheduled to open in July, state income 
from oil and gas taxes and royalties is 
expected to total $420 million by the 
end of 1977 and more than $1 billion a 
year by 1980. 


The 
governor 
estimated 
that 
dividends on each share would be $57 
the first year and $460 by 1985. 
Hammond said he’s pushing the plan 
because

mushrooming growth of Alaska’s state 
government during the oil boom.

The agreement was signed Oct. 20, 
1975, and calls for the Soviet Union to 
buy six million to eight million metric 
tons of U.S. com and wheat annually 
over five years. Deliveries began last 
Oct. I. 
In a report released Tuesday, the 
departm ent’s 
so-called 
Young 
Executives Committee 
said the 
agreement 
with 
Russia 
was 
precipitated by “ sizeable, erratic 
Soviet grain purchases” in the sum­ 
mer of 1975. 
“ The climate was right for dominate 
personalities with special interests to 
have a disproportionate effect on the 
decision," said the report. It said some 
government officials who should have 
taken part were not involved and, as a 
result, the agreement was “ unneces­ 
sarily delayed.” 
Despite the snarls at the time, the 
new grain agreement “ has helped 
remove a source of public dissension” 
over U.S. food supplies, the committee 
said. 
“ Whether or not the agreement 
eventually evens out Soviet purchases 
as it is designed to do, it has had the 
short-term effect of calming public 
fears about food shortages,” the com­ 
mittee said.

W ATSO NVILIJS, Calif. (AP) - The 
long line of vans banks down onto the 
freeway like a giant, rainbow-hued 
centipede. 
Riding lead in his “ Plain Brown 
Wrapper," 26-year-old Ken 
Brown 
keeps his left hand on the wheel and his 
right on the CB radio. He pushes his 
box-like truck into the light Sunday 
afternoon traffic. 
Overhead, the last of the 14-van 
caravan is on the overpass, rolling 
toward the freeway. A giggling voice 
crackles out of the CB. 
"A ll right, man! This is great. We 
look like a giant worm!” 
The vanners are members of Central 
Coast Rollin’ Rooms, one of 48 van 
clubs heading for home after a giant 
truck-in. Over 500 vans were at the 
Santa Cruz County Fairgrounds for a 
weekend of beer, rock music and 
competition among clubs. 
More than anything else, they had 
come to celebrate the latest craze on 
four wheels, the van. 
Originally designed for commercial 
use, the one-tirne workhorse of 
plumbers and flower shops has 
become the idol of an entire van 
culture and the darling of Detroit auto 
makers. 
The three U.S. manufacturers — 
Ford, Chrysler and General Motors — 
say they don’t know the limits of the 
market. It caught fire in the late ’60s, a 
decade after vans were first produced 
in this country'. 
Likewise, 
owners 
haven’t 
found 
limits on ways their vehicles can be 
modified. Vans have evolved from 
delivery trucks into media for artistic 
expression, raw pieces of machinery to 


be modified to the exotic tastes of their 
owners. 
Outside, they are dolled up with zany 
paint 
jobs, complete 
with 
garish 
murals and elaborately scrolled 
names like “ Van-detta” and “ Van- 
Go." Inside, it’s fur carpets, water- 
beds. refrigerators — enough extras to 
approximate an appliance store and 
French bordello. 
“ It’s an identity thing,” Brown said 
as he guided his group down the coast 
tow ard I Lompoc, where he works at a 
chemical factory. 
“ When I did mine I was just looking 
to make it unique. It gets so that 
everyone can sort of put you together 
with your truck," he said. “ So, when I 
pull into a truck-in they maybe can't 
see me but they know I ’m there 
because of my truck.” 
Brown said he paid about $4. OOO for 
his van in 1973. Since then, he’s 
doubled that 


Pat Mackie, editor of Custom Vans 
magazine, said the average vanner 
will spend about $4,000 to $5,000 on 
modifications. 


“ But it s not unusual to see one that 
has had $20,000 put into it,” he said. 
Many vanners, he said, are young 
ex-servicemen. 


“ To some extent," Mackie said, 
they are rebelling against the 
discipline they had while in the forces. 
Ihey’re saying: ‘I don’t care what you 
think of my van.' They are rebelling 
against Detroit paint, Detroit metal, 
Detroit wheels.” 
Said Brian Holmes, president of the 
National Association of Van Owners: 
It all goes back to the American 
Dream of making your own one-of-a- 
kind vehicle. The next step is if you 
have something so different, really 
neat, then you want to compete with 
it.”

In a 
large deep skillet over medium heat, 
stirring constantly, cook the pineapple 
syrup, sugar and corn syrup to 234 
degrees on a candy thermometer.

IX>S A N G ELES I AP) — “ It is a very 
positive film, and I hope it will be well 
received, particularly by the younger 
generation. It is important for them to 
learn what the Nazis did to the Jews.” 
Vienna-born Oskar Werner was here 
to talk about the new movie, “ Voyage 
of the Damned,” in which he and a 
clutch of stars portray a little-known 
episode of Nazi Germany. Nine hun­ 
dred Jews were allowed to leave 
Germany on an ocean liner only to be 
trapped on the high seas when no 
nation would accept them. 
The cast of the Avco Embassy 
release includes Faye Dunaway, Max 
Von Sydow, Orson Welles, James 
Mason, 
Ben 
Gazzara, 
Malcolm 
McDowell, I>ee Grant and Katharine 
Ross. None could feel the impact of the 
film ’s theme as intimately as Oskar 
Werner. 
“ I lived under the Nazis in Austria 
from 1938 to 1945,” he remarked. “ I 
saw a very distinguished writer being 
forced to wash a sidewalk because he 
was a Jew. I saw the books burning in 
the street. The big lorries arrived with 
the books, and I saw what they were — 
books by Stefan Zweig, Franz Werfel, 
Freud, Einstein, and Thomas Mann, 
who wasn't a Jew but had spoken out 
against the Nazis. 
“ People in Germany claimed they 
were not aware of what the Nazis were 
doing to the Jews. lies. We all knew 
about the concentration camps, al­ 
though we couldn’t know all the 
atrocities that went on. I myself spent 
four months in a work camp, and it 
was the most miserable experience of 
my life. I welcomed being forced into 
the army, where I was a very poor 


soldier. 
“ So you can see that ‘Voyage of the 
Damned’ evokes great emotions. Will 
the young generation be intrigued 
enough by the theme to come to the 
theaters? I hope so.”

in 
February, when the film is released 
nationally. The early opening in New 
York has produced excellent results, in 
I-os Angeles less so. 
This was Werner’s first visit to 
Hollywood since he appeared in a 
“ Columbo” two years ago. His only 
other filmmaking experience here was 
“ Ship of Fools" in 1965. He has made 
surprisingly few movies anywhere — a 
mere 20 in almost 30 years. 
“ During my career I have rejected 
more than 300 scripts,” explained the

great, oldest book of God’s dealing 
with humanity — the Bible. 
In recent times, they’ve added a 
personal touch to the occasion by 
providing cherished, old family Bibles 
for their swearing-in. 
For 
President 
Jim m y 
Carter 
Thursday, the book was an aged, but 
well-preserved family Bible that had 
been handed down through his 
mother's line of ancestors for 150 
years. 
Vice President Walter F, Mondale 
took the oath on a pulpit Bible that his 
father, a Methodist minister, had used 
in congregational worship in Min­ 
nesota. Mondale himself now is a 
Presbyterian. 
Until the late 19th century, it was the 
task of the clerk of the U.S. Supreme 
Court to provide the Bibles for the 
inauguration ceremonies. But Grover 
Cleveland, in 1885, broke that tradition 
by bringing along a Bible given to him 
by his mother. 
Use of family Bibles has been 
common since then, but not uniform. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt used a Dutch 
family Bible in 1933. Harry S. Truman 
in 1949 used two Bibles — both of them 
long-time family possessions. 
Varying from that 20th century 
custom, 
however, 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower in 1953 used the same 
Bible, nearly two centuries old, that 
the first president had used when he 
took the oath of office in 1789. 
In Washington’s case, after taking 
the oath, he bent over and kissed the 
book. 
On the flyleaf of the Bible on which 
Thomas Jefferson took the oath in 1801, 
he recorded in small handwriting a 


page-long list of his favorite Scripture 
texts. 
Generally, the Bibles used have been 
the King James translation of 1611, the 
main Protestant version until recent 
times. The first inaugural use of the 
long-prevalent Catholic translation, 
the Douay version of 1582, was by John 
F. Kennedy in 1961. 
Lyndon B. Johnson, who succeeded 
the assassinated Kennedy, had his 
wife, I^ady Bird, hold the Bible at his 
oath-taking ceremony.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N J. (AP) - 
Play an album of classical music by 
Chopin, Debussy or Rachmaninoff for 
the average rock music fan and you’ll 
get a yawn, a shrug or a request for 
Fleetwood Mac or I^ed Zeppelin. 
But Renaissance, a five-member 
British group featuring the classically 
trained voice of Annie Haslam, has 
sold more than a million albums and 
headlined in American concert halls 
by borrowing heavily from the me­ 
lodies of the masters, adding lyrics 
and putting the music in a rock format. 
“ It may sound like I’ve had more, 
but I’ve really only had nine months of 
classical training — although at this 
point I can hit five octaves,” said Miss 
Haslam. She relaxed rn a Rutgers 
University dressing room after a 
recent performance before 2,900. 
Pianist John Tout — with eight years 
of classical keyboard training — and 
acoustic guitarist Mick Dunford, com­ 
bine with Miss Haslam’s soprano voice 
to give the group a majestic, powerful 
— and at times, emotional — sound. 
The band has no lead guitarist, an 
oddity in today’s rock world, and relies 
on Jon Camp’s agile, flowing bass to 
propel most of the songs. Audiences 


can hear and understand every word of 
the group's lyrics — also unusual in 
rock music. 
Renaissance is a major concert 
attraction, commanding $10,000 and 
more 
for 
a 
performance. 
But 
geographical restrictions on its con­ 
cert tour and the absence of a hit single 
has limited its national recognition. 
The group’s six albums have sold 
between 100,000 and 250.000 copies 
each — only fair by industry standards 
—■ with 60 per cent of sales in the New 
York and Philadelphia areas. 
We tried for a hit record from our 
second album but it didn’t make it,” 
said Camp, who handles most of the 
stage introductions for the group. 
“ We know about the problem with 
singles and we’ll release ‘Midas Man' 
from our new album and hope it hits. 
But most of our songs are long — five 
or IO minutes — and we don’t like to cut 
them up," he said. 
Camp said the group has dumped its 
previous management and teamed up 
with John Scher, a leading promoter in 
New Jersey’s rock scene, in hopes of 
cracking the national market. 
An extensive February tour has been 
set to promote the release of the 


group’s seventh album, “ Novella,” 
and Camp said the group has agreed to 
share top-billing and even perform as 
a second-billed group to win new fans. 
The present Renaissance was form­ 
ed out of an earlier band put togehter 
by members of the Yardbirds, one of 
the gruffest, hardest-rocking blues 
bands to come out of England in the 
1960s. 
Miss Haslam and Tour joined the 
original Renaissance in 1970, shortly 
before it dissolved. They retained the 
name and added Camp, drummer 
Terry Sullivan and later Dunford to 
round out the present lineup, which has 
remained intact for four years.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - Although

same. You have to file your federal tax 
return by April 15. 


Here are some other reminders that 
might help: 


—Be sure to sign and date your 
return. If you have a refund coming, 
the surest way to delay it is to forget 
the signature. 


—Don’t forget to attach your W2 
form or other proof of earnings. 


—Check to see that 
you have 
selected the proper filing status at the 
top of your return. Single persons 
should note that they do not qualify for 
head-of-household status just because 
they have their own home; you have to 
support a dependent to qualify.

Veterans 
Questions 
Answered 


—Be sure to use the proper column 
for filing status (single, married and 
filing a separate return, or married 
and filing a joint return) on the tax- 
rate table. 
—If you had more than one job in 
1976 and earned a total of more than 
$15,300, you may have had too much 
Social Security tax withheld. The 
maximum tax is $895.05. If your em­ 
ployers withheld more than that, you 
may claim the excess as a credit 
against income tax owed. 


—Remember those major itemized 
deductions: unreimbursed medical 
expenses, within limits spelled out in 
the tax instructions; state and local 
income, sales and gasoline taxes; 
interest expenses, including interest 
paid on charge accounts; contributions 
and union dues. 
—If you are accustomed to taking an 
itemized deduction for use of your 
home for business purposes, carefully 
read the instructions that accompany 
Form 
1040. 
Congress 
sharply 
restricted this deduction; generally it 
will be allowed only if your home is 
your principal place of business and if 
a part of the home is used exclusively 
in your job. 
—This is an option, but you may 
earmark $1 of your taxes ($2 for 
couples filing a joint return) for the 
federal 
fund that 
finances the 
presidential campaign. But checking 
the “ yes” box on lin e 8 of your tax 
form will not increase your taxes or 
reduce your refund. 
—Don’t forget to subtract from taxes 
owned the across-the-board tax credit. 
This allows you to cut your taxes by $35 
for each dependent you claim or by 2 
per cent of the first $9,000 of taxable 
income ($180 maximum) — whichever 
is larger. You get the credit whether or 
not you itemize deductions and 
whether you use the short form or long 
form. 
—Finally, don’t throw away your 
records once you drop your return into 
the mailbox. Most tax records must be 
retained for three years; some, for 
longer periods.

(Q.) I am out of work. I understand 
your office will help a man find a job. 
Is this true? 
(A.) I am sorry, but it is not true. We 
can only refer you to the unem­ 
ployment office. We do not have job 
listings here. We often wish we did, so 
we could help with problems such as 
this, but it is out of our jurisdiction. 
(Q.) If I can't find a job, is it possible 
to get welfare? 
(A .) This is quite possible. The law 
states that 
any 
veteran 
with 
a 
discharge other than dishonorable, 
who has been a resident of the state 
one year and of the county six months 
is entitled to veterans welfare. 
(Q.) I can’t seem to find my World 
War II discharge. What can I do to get 
another? 
(A .) This is very simple. We can 
make an application for a Certificate 
in 
Lieu 
of 
Lost 
or 
Destroyed 
Discharge, and can have it for you 
within 30-45 days. 
(Q.) Is a World War II veteran still 
eligible for a G.I. Ixian? 
(A.) He most certainly is. The law 
has not expired for G. I. I x>ans for any 
veterans as yet. However, I think you 
can agree, that a World War II 
veteran, due to his age, would have 
more difficulty securing a G.I. Ix>an 
than a veteran of the Korean Conflict, 
or of the Vietnam era. 
(Q.) I have not yet made application 
for my Vietnam State Bonus. Am I too 
late? 


(A .) No you are not. The deadline for 
filing applications for the Vietnam 
State Bonus is Dec. 31,1978.

Jam es A. Rhodes, along with 
the governors of Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa recently asked the federal 
government for official recognition as 
the “ MidAmerica Economic Develop­ 
ment Region.” 
“ The submission of this application 
is an important step toward our 
common goals, the pursuit of sound 
economic growth and the enhan­ 
cement of the quality of life of the 
citizens of our region," the governors 
said in a letter to the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. 
If recognition is granted, a limited 
amount of federal dollars will be made 
available to help the commission in its 
studies and surveys of common 
problems rn the fields of energy, in­ 
dustrial development and jobs. 
Ohio easily led all other states in 
population decrease last year, ac­ 
cording to the U.S. Census Bureau, as 
45,000 residents left. Indiana was 
second with an 11,000 drop, and the 
census bureau said a majority of 
Americans now live in southern and 
western states. 
Sixty Ohio counties would be part of 
the Mid-America region; the state’s 28 
other counties are represented by the

Appalachian 
Regional 
Commission. 
Development Director Jam es A. 
Duerk said efforts are also being made 
to obtain federal money for a more 
inform al alliance with Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Illinois and

'Tokyo Rose' 
Wins Pardon 
From Ford 


CHICAGO (A P) — "Now I have a 
government to protect mc,” said Iva 
Toguri I)'Aquino, who was cleared by 
President Ford of treason for her 
“Tokyo Rose” broadcasts after living 
for nearly three decades as a woman 
without a country. 
“ After all these years, it's hard for 
me to believe that it’s all over and the 
pardon is really true," said Mrs. 
D’Aquino, 
a 
slight, 
60-year-old 
JapaneseAm erican woman whose 
voice was known to millions of World 
War II servicemen. 
Mrs. D’Aquino, who spent more than 
six years in prison but consistently 
maintained her broadcasts did no 
harm to the Allied cause, had lost two 
previous bids for a presidential par­ 
don. The pardon restores all her for­ 
feited rights, including citizenship. 
Now working as a shopkeeper in her 
fam ily's gift store on Chicago’s North 
Side, she spoke at a hastily called news 
conference Wednesday after an­ 
nouncement of the pardon, one of 
Ford’s last acts in office. 
As Iva Toguri, a native of Ix>s 
Angeles and a UCI A graduate, she had 
just passed her 25th birthday in July 
1941 when she sailed for Japan to care 
for a sick aunt. Because of her hurried 
departure, she failed to obtain a U.S. 
passport and was stranded in Tokyo 
when the war began after the bombing 
of Pearl Harbor. 
She described those years as “ living 
hell." Because she refused to give up 
her U.S. citizenship, she was con­ 
sidered an "enemy alien” and, without 
a food ration card, found it difficult to 
live even at subsistence levels.

Curtis succeeds Robert Strauss, the 
Texas lawyer who became chairman 
rn the wake of the disastrous 1972 
presidential campaign and rebuilt the 
shattered Democratic coalition that 
helped put Carter in the White House. 
Strauss' resignation is in keeping 


with a tradition that allows a new 
president to name his own chairman. 
Most White House incumbents tend 
to diminish the national committee in 
favor of their own staffs, but Carter 
has big plans to work through Curtis to 
convert the party machinery into an 
organization largely dedicated to 
helping Carter keep his promise to be 


responsive to the wishes of the people. 
Carter aides say he views the 
national party as an important part of 
his administration and hopes to make 
good use of it instead of treating it as a 
rival as have other presidents. 


President Lyndon Johnson virtually 
dismantled the Democratic National 
Committee when he was in the White 
House. And Richard Nixon used his 
1972 re-election committee to virtually 
replace the Republican National 
Committee.

Helen Cornelius: 
New Country Star 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (A P) - “ Jim 
Ed Brown, meet Helen Cornelius.” 
Three hours after that recent in­ 
troduction, the veteran country music 
star and his new singing partner 
recorded his first hit in three years and 
propelled her from obscurity to 
stardom. 
The two had never met before 
recording " I Don’t Want to Have to 
Marry You.” She was a little-known 
singer and songwriter, living quietly in 
Hannibal, Mo., raising three children 
between 12 and 15. 
Helen Cornelius signed an RCA 
recording contract in 1975 but had no 
hits. Nevertheless, a year later 
producer Bob Ferguson picked her as 
a perfect partner for Brown. 
After the success of “ I Don’t Want to 
Have to Marry You,” she joined 
Brown’s road show and became a 
regular on his syndicated television 
show, “ Nashville on the Road.” She 
moved to Nashville in December. 
She and Brown have become one of 
the most successful country duos and 
probably will contend for duo of the 
year. Their current release, “ Saying 
Hello, Saying I Love You, Saying 
Goodbye,” is in the top IO. 
“ She’s been able to step in, and boy 
have we carried her high,” said 
Brown, who at 6-foot-2 towers over his 
singing partner by more than a foot. 
“ She’s taken control, is settled and has 
goals. I think she’s on her way.” 
Miss Cornelius, 35, admits she was 
overwhelmed by her sudden success. 


“ The 
greatest 
challenge 
was 
overcoming my fear,” said the 
talkative singer who won “ The Ted 
Mack Amateur Hour” competition 
three times in 1960. 
“ I had a fear of being a professional 
and not having had the experience to 
cope with it. I didn’t know how to ac­ 
cept the adulation of people; I felt un­ 
worthy of it. 
“ I was home very little and would 
get upset on the road; I cried all af­ 
ternoon and didn’t know why; it was 
simply the fact that I was away from 
home and adjusting to a new life. I felt 
insecure, but I don’t have those 
feelings anymore.” 
Brown is easy to work with, she said. 
Her background is very similar to 
Ixiretta Lynn’s. Both are from rural 
backgrounds with large families, both 
married while teen-agers and both had 
children shortly after marriage. 
“ I was bom and raised on a tarm in 
the sticks,” she said. “ The boys used to 
say we lived at 40th and plum — 40 
miles plum out in the sticks. I drove 
the tractor, put up hay and did 
everything you do on a farm except 
help with the animals. 
“ I was the next to youngest in a 
family of eight. We didn’t have much 
and I grew up on hand-me-downs. I 
learned so much about appreciating 
life that I wouldn’t trade my childhood 
for anything. My desire to achieve 
came out of this.” 
Her husband, Lewis, has provided 
constant encouragement. 


Army Lieutenant's 
Death Investigated 


PAULDING, Ohio (A P) — A con­ 
tinuing Army investigation into the 
death of a Paulding soldier who died 
from overexposure during a Florida 
training exercise has shown “ no need 
for disciplinary action,” a military 
spokesman said Thursday. 
“ They are still looking into the 
matter down there,” a spokesman at 
Et. Benning, Ga., said about the death 
of 2nd LL Gary L. Mielke, 23. 
“ The investigation has shown no 
need for any disciplinary action to be 
taken against anybody.” 
Mielke, a ROTO graduate of Ohio 
State University, was buried Thursday 
in Paulding. 
Mrs. Carl Mielke, the soldier’s 
mother, said she preferred not to 
comment on whether she is satisfied 
with the Army’s explanation of her 
son’s death. 
The Army spokesman said the probe 
is standard procedure in such in­ 
cidents. 
Mielke was found dead Sunday in 
Florida Panhandle swamplands near 
Camp Rudder, Fla., after being 
missing from his Ranger training pla­ 
toon since Jan. 
13, the 
Army 
spokesman said. 
Sixto A. Caceres, 28, a Nicaraguan 
officer undergoing the same training, 
also died after he and Mielke became 
separated from their platoon during a 
torrential rainstorm, the spokesman 
said. The unit was participating in 
routine counterguerilla warfare patrol 


in 50-degree weather, he said. 
Caceres’ body was found im­ 
mediately, but Mielke’s body was not 
discovered until Sunday. 


Five other members of the platoon 
were hospitalized, the Army said. 


“ We tried to get more details from 
the officer who accompanied Gary’s 
body, but he couldn’t tell us any 
more,” the father said. 


Mielke talked by phone to his 
parents shortly before leaving Ft. 
Benning, Ga., for the final phase of his 
Ranger training in Florida. 


“ He said he talked to some boys who 
had just come back,” his father said. 
“ They said he would be in for a rough 
time, but he thought he was prepared 
for it.”

when it set aside eight con­ 
secutive nights, starting this 
Sunday, to air its $6 million 
adaptation of "Roots,” the 
superb book by black author 
Alex Haley. 
He spent 12 years writing 
the book, tracing his family’s 
history starting in the mid- 
18th century, when British 
slaverunners abducted one of 
his ancestors in Africa and 
sold 
him at 
auction 
in 
America 
It should be read by all. But 
I think those who’ve already 
read it will be mighty dis­ 
appointed, even angered, at 
what executive producer 
David L. Wolper allowed to 
happen in Sunday’s two-hour 
premiere. 
It starts, as did the book, in 
the village of Juffure in Gam­ 
bia, where m 1750 a boy 
named Kunta Kinte — played 
in later scenes by l>eVar 
Burton, a fine young actor — 
was born and raised to 
manhood. 
The African scenes, in 
which Cicely Tyson and 
Thalmus Rasulala play the 
boy’s parents, are relatively 
faithful to the book, save a 
cameo role cooked up to show 
off — and badly — football's 
O. J. Simpson. 
But 
an, 
unforgivable 
alteration of Haley's early 
chapters comes in a flash- 
ahead scene when Ed Asner, 
as 
a 
ship’s 
captain 
in 
Annapolis, Md., in 1765, 
learns his new command is a 
slave ship. 
A devout Christian, he’s 
deeply troubled at the thought 
of engaging in the wretched 
business of hauling humans 
for sale, though not enough to 
bow out. He leaves the grisly 
details 
of 
his cargo to 
someone else. 
That someone is a cheery, 
callous, foul-mouthed officer 
— Ralph Waite — a veteran of 
18 slave runs who muses 
whether to have a "tight 
pack,” 200 slaves below deck 
in chains, or a "loose pack” of 
170. 
No doubt scripted William 
Blinn 
and 
Ernest 
Kinnoy 
created the troubled captain 
role to show at least a bit of 
conscience existed. 
But Haley’s book makes 
abundantly clear the cap­ 
tain’s conscience went only so 
far as to make him force-feed 
slaves too weak to exercise 
aboard his ship, lest they die 
and cost him money. 
Haley’s depiction of evil 
was stark. Sunday’s version 
pulls punches in changing the 
captain, 
only 
briefly 
described in the book, to a 
major figure who at least 
w orried about evil while 
engaging in it. 
It sharply reduces the 
impact of Haley’s powerful 
story’. True, David Greene’s 
direction trie s to convey 
slav ery ’s 
horrors, 
p a r­ 
ticularly 
in 
below-decks 
scenes where African men lie 
chained in rows, in filth, with 
some, like Kunta Kinte, 
defiantly plotting escape. 
T here also are explicit 
references to the fact the 
ship’s 
crewm en 
am used 
themselves by raping the 
slave women, some of the 
women shown bare-breasted 
both aboard ship and earlier 
in Africa. 
But few scenes — and some 
may find all very disturbing 
— come close to those so 
g ra p h ic a lly , 
ch illin g ly 
described by Haley. They 
don’t 
capture 
the 
full 
brutality. 
Succeeding ABC editions of 
"Roots,” which ends Jan. 30, 
go from colonial-era slavery 
through the Civil War and 
draw to a close in relatively 
modem tim es in Henning, 
Tenn., home 
of 
H aley’s 
grandmother.

Capitol to the White House, his wife 
holding his hand.

'Hiat walk 
along Pennsylvania Avenue, with Amy 
prancing, jumping and playing step- 
on-a-crack, 
break-your-m other’s- 
back, was alone enough to shake the 
recent legend that presidents must be 
removed from the people. 
Except for three minor knots of 
demonstrators, off the route of the two- 
hour parade led by the new President, 
it was just the day that Carter could 
have hoped, one of harmony and unity. 
From their solar-heated reviewing 
stand, the Carters and Vice President 
Walter F. Mondale and wife Joan took 
the salute of the full procession of 
floats, bands and marching units from 
every state. 
Then, prior to the evening’s par- 
tygoing, the President and Rosalynn 
Carter took a stroll through the 
executive mansion. “I thought I’d look 
around,” he said. “I never have seen 
it.” 
Mondale and his wife, meanwhile, 
headed for their official residence, 
becoming the first true occupants of 
the vice presidential mansion in a 
residential section far from the White 
House.
